Collecting of trade tokens began in 
1980, shortly after acquiring the Ist 
édition of Campbell's Tokens of Utah. 


The addiction to trade tokens has some 
built-in frustration for several reasons: 
1. If you see one that you would like 
to buy, it's in someone elses collection. 
2. If you have a really good trader, 
your OK. 3. If you don't own a metal 
detector or you are less than professional 
in it's use, then adding to your collec- 
tion will be pretty slow. If you buy 
from a shop, you pay an arm and a leg, 
and the well is soon dry. 





Exposure to the trade token collec- 
ting has forced me to broaden the list 
of things I collect. While Dairy and 
Co-op tokens interest me most, I've 
had to move to older Utah post cards, 
pocket watch fobs and encased coins. & 
(usually pennies) with Utah advertising 
on them. Since none of these are easy 
to find, I have started to collect 
embossed half pint milk bottles when 
ever they match dairy tokens Ii have, 
Collectables from Utah Pioneer Day 
Celebrations is probably last on my 
list of favorites, but to find any- 
thing prior to the centennial cele- 
bration (1847-1947) is tough.
